Importantly, scholarly research 
indicates that “the evidence against realism is overstated”. Realist models tend to 


outperform their competitors.

A Pragmatic Future Strategy 
Pursuing National Interest 


According to Morgenthau, 


“The meaning of national interest is survival—the protection of physical, political and 
cultural identity against encroachments by other nation-states” 


The foreign policy of every nation around the world is formulated based on its national interest. Since 
seeking ts national interests is a universally-accepted right of each state, therefore, this should be the only 
driving force behind Pakistan’s foreign policy. All our alliances should be subjected to this keystone 
criterion. That said, no country can remain isolated and all relationships between states, bilaterally and 
multilaterally, are, therefore, based on mutual interests that are freely determined and pursued. 


Pakistan’s national interest lies in enhancing the country’s economic, military, and cultural power 
within its ideological framework. Pakistan should use foreign policy to defend its territorial integrity. 
That necessitates strong defence and deterrent capabilities. Pakistan has to leverage its relations with 
nations in the region and beyond, as well as with international multilateral institutions, to attract foreign 
direct investment, start joint ventures, and promote trade. A national interest-centred foreign policy will 
also act as a catalyst for domestic economic development and international clout. 


Focusing Regional Dynamics 


Pakistan’s sense of insecurity vis-a-vis India has been the core driver of its foreign policy since 
partition. Its relations with its immediate neighbours such as Afghanistan and Iran, and other regional 
countries such as Turkey and the Gulf States, have all been filtered through this security prism. But, 
changing global trends in regional, trade and the growth of Asian economies have forced Pakistan to 
readjust the focus of its foreign relations, especially within its neighbourhood. Pakistan’s reluctance in 
getting militarily involved in the Saudi-led war in Yemen is evidence of this new thinking. As Russia is 
cosying up with Pakistan after India’s unprecedented tilt towards the US, Pakistan should also change its 
policies to not only benefit from these changes but also to gain an important role in regional politics. 


Promotion of Economy

4, Failure in Pursuing Interests through Lobbying 


A ~o Ea governments after the military rule, Pakistan failed to pursue lobbying 
to further 1 s in the United States. On the contrary, India had been investing huge sums in 


lobbying to turn the US administration’s opinion against Pakistan. Tough in the current government 
initiatives have been made to improve lobbying in the United States. 


The Way Forward 


(i) According to the classical realism approach to foreign policy analysis, the role of national 
power, the character of states, and their relationship with the domestic environment, 
overlooking any systemic factors or sources of explanations, reductionist explanations, and 
normative and moral precepts on statesmanship and leadership are not rare. In the above- 
given theoretical perspective, Islamabad needs to design its foreign policy according to the 
changing regional and global dynamics. Smart diplomacy seeks to find alternative ways to 
deal with a situation when one option does not offer a credible opportunity. You do not wait 
for the situation to change on its own; you invoke different diplomatic options to create 
space for yourself. If India has a secured trade route to Afghanistan and Central Asia 
through Iran, Pakistan should not view this as a threat. Instead, it should quickly take a 
practical step to obtain gas and electricity from Iran. If this economic connection is built, 
Iran will have a greater interest in cultivating better relations Pakistan because this 
economic relationship will not require the use of a land route of a third country.” 

(ii) According to Neoclassical realism, foreign policy means array of actions taken and 
strategies pursued by a given state toward other external states or actors in the system 
which, tightly or loosely, are related to it. Consequently, foreign policy analysis means an 
inquiry into the causes which led the state to a failed foreign policy. The elected government 
and the opposition should rise above all their differences and huddle together to formulate a 
‘Charter of Foreign Policy’ outlining the short-, medium -, and long-term foreign policy 

objectives to be achieved under the vigil of the Parliamentary Joint Committee. Civilian 
supremacy will ensure the promotion of national interests while functioning within the 
framework of accountability and transparency. 

(iii) The institutions may now take a back seat. They should undertake their responsibilities 
within the ambit of the Constitution. The dominance of one institution over others becomes 
a liability rather than an asset eventually. The track record of civilian rules in Pakistan for 
defending and promoting territorial integrity is impeccable. 


(iv) Pakistan’s diplomatic clout should hire lobbying groups to pursue and advance the country’s 
interests. 


Conclusion

CHINA-PAKISTAN ECONOMIC CORRIDOR 
AND INDIA-PAKISTAN RELATIONS 


Introduction 

The China-Pakistan Economic Corridor (CPEC) constitutes one of the largest foreign investments 
China has made in the framework of the “One Belt, One Road” initiative. The expenditures planned for 
the coming years in the amount of more than $62 billion will further intensify relations between China 
and Pakistan. At the same time, Pakistan will assume a more prominent role in China’s foreign policy. 
But CPEC also affects relations between India and Pakistan. The transport corridor between Pakistan and 
China traverses Jammu and Kashmir, the status of which has been a subject of contention between India 
and Pakistan since 1947. This constellation would seem to suggest a negative scenario whereby CPEC 
could place additional strain on India-Pakistan relations. On the other hand, a positive scenario is also 
conceivable, with a settlement of the Kashmir dispute even becoming possible in the long term. 

The implementation of the CPEC project has fuelled a series of domestic political debates in 
Pakistan. Initially, a dispute arose between the provinces and the political parties over the road and 
railway routes between Gwadar in the country’s southwest and China in the northeast. There are already 
several thousand Chinese workers and experts in Pakistan and this number is likely to increase as CPEC 
proceeds. A second issue is a dispute over the tax exemptions the Chinese government has demanded in 


return for easing credit terms and importing machinery from Pakistan.

Afghan War 

Russia-Pakistan differences over Afghanistan emerged as another factor in their bilateral divergence 
since the final major episode of the Cold War unfolded with the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan in 1979. 
Pakistan’s decision to support the Afghan resistance against Soviet occupation while becoming the 
conduit for the transfer of Chinese and American weapons to various Mujahideen groups naturally 
enraged the Soviet leadership. It, thus, added another chapter of distrust in their bilateral relationship. The 
end of the Cold War created genuine hopes that the two countries would now be able to improve their ties 
in a less polarised international environment. 

The departure of Soviet forces from Afghanistan in 1989, and the subsequent downfall of the 
Moscow-supported Najibullah regime in Kabul, in 1992, also removed an important irritant in the 
bilateral relationship. A degree of optimism was generated, when soon after the end of the Cold War, 


Russia’s new government signalled positively regar ok towards South Asia.

However, in the post-Cold War period, New Delhi has increasingly diversified its arms imports 
becoming a major buyer of Western defence technology. In this regard, American and various European 
arms suppliers have successfully competed with the Russian offers during the period. The most high- 
profile deal in this respect has been the acquisition of French Rafale jet fighters by the Indian Air Force, 
instead of opting for the competing Russian MiG-35. Indeed, since 2011, the US has surpassed Russia as 


the top military vendor in India. 


Future Prospects for Pak-Russia Relations 


Russia’s Strategic Culture 

Russia’s strategic culture oscillates between a Western/European identity on the one extreme and 
a unique Eurasian self, encompassing both European and Asian traits on the other. According to its 
western self-image, Russia is a normal European power and an equal member of the Western 


community of nations. 
On the other hand, the Eurasianist stream in Russian self-identification ‘underlines Russia’s 


closeness to Asia’ and states that “Russia is neither the West nor the East” and is rather ‘special.’ The 
cumulative effect of these contending trends has been an ‘existential ambivalence’ in Russia’s foreign 
relation producing competing pulls in the Russian foreign policy debates. 

However, as noticed by Yuri Fedorov, there have been shifts in Russia’s self-identification since 
2007, and Russia now considers itself as “an influential centre of a multipolar world” involved in an 


ical competition’ with the West, which emphasises that “instead of integrating itself into a

globalisation and strive to maximise its 


globalising international system Russia should stay outside of 
independence.” 

This has occurred in the wake of growing trouble in the Russia-West relations revolving around the 
eastward expansion of NATO and the EU, crises in the Balkan and the Western attitudes towards 
Chechnya that has further exacerbated with the development of Ukrainian and Georgian crises. 

Russia has paid more attention to the broader Asian region in recent years. Russia

i Indian government, however, seems prepared to launch some misadventures. As Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi said in the combined commanders’ conference in 2015 that the future conflicts would 
ae shorter, and wars would become rare. Then, in January 2017, General Bipin Rawat, appeared ina 
a interview, few days after taking charge as the new Chief of Army Staff, in which he dropped a 
bombshell by acknowledging the existence of the Indian army’s infamous, flawed, and impractical Cold 
start Doctrine (CSD). These developments vividly show the dangerous path the Indian ultranationalist 
government is treading without caring for the catastrophic consequences. 


However, the principal outcome of this paradox is India’s massive investment in Fourth Generation 
Warfare (4GW) under Modi’s National Security Advisor and a former Spy Ajit Kumar Doval. 


In 4GW, unlike conventional wars, the centre of operations remains decentralized and methods 
employed are generally under the masquerade of ideology, through terrorism, gray, white, and black 
propaganda, as well as exploiting public grievances to orchestrate separatist movements and insurgencies 
against the enemy state. Through these ways mainly economic, political, and psychological losses are 
inflicted and exaggerated to create chaos and disorder and destabilize or at least create uncertainty in the 
minds of the general public and world audiences. The immediate result of this might be the nation losing 
the battle on the psychological front. 


This is exactly what Pakistan is facing today. The new Indian offensive against Pakistan is not a 
conspiracy theory rather it’s an open secret now.

The sterile per capita freshwater 
availability numbers may seem alarming to many observers, but such alarm serves only to divert attention 
m water’s problematic social geography, it’s an extremely skewed distribution of the power elites as a

social roles. Surprisingly, even though scholars continue to talk about per capita water-availability

Attitudes to Water in South Asia 

Discussion about water in South Asia, in particular the shared rivers of the region, is vociferous, 
antagonistic, and increasingly associated with national security. Renewable water resources in the region 
have fallen dramatically on a per capita basis since the 1960s. India hit the 'water stress' mark around a 
decade ago, Pakistan slightly earlier. Groundwater is fast depleting in India, Pakistan, and Bangladesh, 
and there are few feasible options for increasing supply. Management and governance of water have not 
adapted to the escalating pressures of demography.

Afghanistan, water disputes exacerbate already strained bilateral relations. For Bangladesh and Nepal, 
Indian approaches to water are a primary source of distrust. Conspiracy theories and blames are 


prevalent throughout South Asia — Afghanistan blames Pakistan and Iran for its water problems, while 
Nepal, Bangladesh, and Pakistan blame India. Within India and Pakistan, water shortages are also 
blamed on the actions taken by upstream provinces or federal states. This culture of blame reflects the 
absence of trust that plagues interregional relationships and makes river-sharing arrangements 


particularly difficult to negotiate. 


The need for New Dimensions 

Part of the problem is the zero-sum way in which water relations are viewed throughout the region. 
Agreements imply the division of a volume of water between two countries or the provision of a 
minimum flow at certain times of the year. This, in turn, implies that one party will be worse off than in a 


pre-agreement status quo. 

Water is highly politicized in the region, with strong links to food security and the livelihoods of the 
large proportion of the populations dependent on agriculture. This plays out through the various systems 
of democracy across South Asia, meaning that trans-boundary water issues are increasingly dealt with 
within the domain of national security. There is little perception of water as a 'shared challenge’.

River Beas also rises in 
Himachal Pradesh and joins the Sutlej and in Indian Punjab.

The Sutlej River rises in the Kailash Range from Lake Mansarower in China. It joins the Chenab 
River above Panjnad Headworks. All of the five Punjab Rivers ultimately combine into one river at the 
Punjnad and join the Indus at Mithankot. Thereafter the Indus flows through Sindh province for 600 miles 


unto its mouth on the Arabian Sea coast. The aggregate length of the eastern tributaries of the Indus 
exceeds approximately 2800 miles.

Provincial Point of View on Water Right 
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The average annual surface water available in Pakistan is about 142 maf. Out of this, 105 maf on 
average is diverted into the traditional and wasteful supply-based canal irrigation system. Out of 105 maf 
of water, that is diverted into the canal system about 52 maf is lost through the unlined canal irrigation 
system due to seepage, leakage and because of the wastage of water in the supply-based canal flowing full 
supply discharge irrespective of the water requirements of crops. 

Moreover, the one million miles of the traditional watercourses and the uneven irregular shaped 
field is another major contributing source of the wastage of freshwater. Again, out of 142 maf of water, 
about 35 maf is wasted to sea during the flood season. In this way, the total surface water losses are 87 
(52+35) maf out of 142 maf. This comes to 61% of the available water.

Punjab Point of View 

The Punjab irrigation system provides lifeline for the agricultural economy of the province. Punjab 
accounts for 80% of Pakistan's agriculture production. Over 90% of the agricultural output in Punjab 
comes from irrigated land. The Punjab irrigation system is a part of the Indus Basin system with 25 main 
canal commands system off-taking from 13 barrages over the Indus and its tributaries. 

The agriculture sector employs more than 50% of the workforce and accounts for 70% of export 
revenues. Some areas of Punjab such as Potohar, Cholistan, and D.G. Khan are water-stressed and have to 
collect drinking water from far areas. There is a half-million big and small industrial units in Punjab 
generate the second highest employment in the country and consume nearly 2.2 maf of water annually. 

The apportionment of water was made in the Water Accord 1991 against the existing actual uses of 
103.73 maf. The figure of 117.35 maf of water based on which accord is made was never achieved nor is 
likely to be achieved in near future because of silting up of existing reservoir and reduction in their 
storage capacities. Water demand is increasing day by day in Punjab on account of the growing 
population, increasing urbanization, and industrialization. So, it is high time Pakistan built new reservoirs. 
The construction of Kalabagh Dam should be a top priority. Huge wastage of water should be avoided by 


improving irrigation efficiencies. 


Recommendations 

It has been recommended that the federal government should not discriminate against any province 
liation and must provide equal apportionment of water for the development of each 
province. The role of politicians should be to develop national consensus and strengthen democratic 
institutions. The objections by Sindh and KP should be removed by providing substitute development in 
these provinces. The flow of freshwater to the sea should be minimized: 

Seepage and evaporation may be controlled through the lining of canals and reservoirs. Provincial 
differences in the sharing of water may resolve amicably and speedily. Huge wastage of water should 
be avoided and made it possible to irrigate barren areas from getting the benefit of this unused water. 
The Canal system should be modified and replace sub-surface tile system to save the wastage of 35 
maf. Millions of miles of traditional water courses need replacement under demand-based irrigation 
system. The feeling of Pakistan must prevail upon the feeling of being a Punjabi, Sindhi, Balochi, and 
Pathan. The alarming water shortage in Pakistan calls for political vision, pragmatic policies, and

Scarcity of Essential Goods 

Pakistan was established in the northwest and northeast of the Indian subcontinent. These areas 
were neglected by the British, being closer to the borders. It was considered safer to invest in central India 
which was beyond the reach of the enemy air force. The affluent class in Pakistan was mostly Hindus and 
Sikhs and they transferred their wealth to India. Thus, at the time of its birth, Pakistan was virtually an 
“economic desert” and the masses were abysmally poor. 

There was an acute famine of commodities of everyday use. The authorities, who were 
administering the country, were more interested in the procurement of goods and development of the 
country rather than promoting the cause of democratic governance. Pakistan’s low literacy, bad 
infrastructure, and instability made it difficult to take advantage of what is commonly called 
“globalization”. It did not produce much to offer in the export market except low-value primary goods, its 
work-force was not educated, and the government-controlled trade and investment suffered for political 
reasons, partly due to mutually constrained relations with neighbouring India. 


Persisting Problems 
Quasi-Federalism and Conflict between Eastern and Western Wings 


One of the main bottlenecks in the constitutional development in Pakistan was that its two wings 
were separated by about 1000 miles of a hostile territory, i.e. India. The eastern wing consisted of one 
province but was more populous than the western wing which was much larger in the area and had as 
many as four provinces. The western wing was not prepared to concede majority representation to the ` 
eastern wing in the parliament. After a confrontation of nine years between the two wings, the solution 
was evolved in the 1956 constitution in the shape of parity of representation in a quasi-federal structure, 
neutralizing the majority of the eastern wing and paving the way for the manipulated domination of the 
western wing. 

The domination of the western wing in governance led to an insurgency in the eastern wing which 
culminated in the separation and independence of Bangladesh in 1971. In post-1971 Pakistan, it came to 
be realized that ideological moorings alone could not easily overcome ethnic and economic differences. 
Yet the anti-ethnic attitude and anti-modern thinking prevalent in certain segments of society lean towards 


a unitary or quasi-federal state as against a true federation. 


Religion vs. Secularism 

Pakistan was not created as a theocracy but as a place where an economically marginalized minority 
could operate a democracy independently. It was to save the people from religious discrimination and 
domination by an overwhelming religious majority. Moreover, it emerged as a territorial state in the 
Muslim-majority areas of the subcontinent. But the religious and secular groups soon started making 
conflicting demands while formulating the constitution of Pakistan. 

The speech of Mr Jinnah of August 11, 1947, addressed to the first legislative and constituent 
assembly of Pakistan, had advocated political pluralism and declared that the “religion or caste or creed 
has nothing to do with the business of the State”. This was not adhered to. The Objectives Resolution 
ae by the Constituent Assembly in 1949, pacified demands of Muslim religious parties and 
i in but bi not supported by religious minorities. The compromise solution attempted to balance 
Sidna S Er the spirit of Islam with the requirements of secularism. Due to lack of competent and 
iivaa a oe and the fact that Muslims constituted 98 percent of the population, the 
interests a religious leaders, partly due to their conviction and partly owing to their parochial 
Sunnah.

jgnorance about the Nature of Democracy 

Democracy is the government by public choices and a good and informed choice can be made, only, 

sed on knowledge. Democracy in Pakistan is lacking its true essence due to the unawareness of the 
eople about the form of democracy in Pakistan. Democracy in Pakistan is a mixture of Islamism and 
Secularism which makes it unique. Pakistan is a country where people are having different ideologies. 
Some people are secular while others are Islamists. But neither of them is aware of the democracy in 
Pakistan which has halted the democratic system. The democracy of Pakistan is designed to allow people 
of different ideologies to take part in politics and bring those people, in power, they wish to govern them.

On the 
contrary, Islam is a complete code comprised several features like the purpose of the Islamic state, 
democracy in Islam, executive and legislature, civil laws and criminal laws, etc. The unaware people of 
Pakistan become part of the conspiracy against Pakistan in the name of the Islamic revolution although 
the democratic system in Pakistan has itself kept a door open for Islamic Political Revolution. 


The Inaccurate Political Culture 


Similarly, another challenge to informed choices is the flawed political culture of Pakistan. 
Consensual political culture is the backbone of the democratic form of government. Political culture 
refers to “attitudes toward the political system and its various parts, and attitudes toward the self in the 
system. It may be defined as the ways adopted by people and the extent to which they participate in a 
political process. Our political structure is greatly influenced by caste/biradari. In the caste/biradari 
system, people are divided into social hierarchal communities. Each community has its place in the social 
hierarchy which remains constant generation after generation. 


Although the caste system, in general, has remarkably declined yet its influence has significantly 
increased in politics. The caste system plays a vital role in the party’s choice of candidates for federal and 
provincial assemblies. Even the role of caste is surprisingly important in the nomination of candidates, by 
parties, to contest elections. A survey conducted in 2016 established the fact that 27% urban and 37% of 
rural voters had confirmed that they had gathered in a meeting of biradari to decide whom to vote. 


In biradari system, individual opinions have no value, they are bound by the decision of biradari. 
Biradari decides every political and social aspect. Ethnicity has been exploited and a self-made political 
culture has been introduced that has halted an individual’s participation in elections. The backward rural 
areas of Pakistan have feudalism like political structure regulated by lords/feudal. The leading political 
parties maximize their votes by harnessing the land-lords and factory owners, with powers over non- 
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e Furthermore, the legal literac iti i 
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In Pakistan, the literac i 
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rate drops very low in rural areas. People living in rural areas are livin a sa ee ee 
ancestors and they follow those customs and laws as were followed b coe e a 
are not aware of the new laws and regulations of the state that have PAs paa and they 
and by the need of the society.

Similarly, political participation and political awareness can also help in establishing a 
consensual political culture and caneradicate the influence of biradari/caste system in 
politics that have hobbled democracy and underpin the rule of elites. If people are not aware 
of the basic issues of the state, they cannot make informed choices. As such they will 
possibly go for a wrong choice the consequences of which can be very dangerous for the 
public and the state as well.

NUCLEAR DOCTRINES OF INDIA AND PAKISTAN 


Introduction 

The strategic culture of South Asia is characterized by the hostility between India and Pakistan. This 
enmity and hostility have further ramifications. The conventional arms race, wars, growing insecurity, 
and ultimately nuclearization of the region is the consequence of this continual enmity. 

To understand the real standing of both states on the issue of nuclearization, it is important to 
understand the nuclear doctrines of both sides and to analyze the implications of these doctrines on the 
total security of the South Asian region. 


What is the Doctrine? 

Theoretically, doctrine means a rule or principle that forms the basis of a theory or policy. In other 
words, the doctrine is the set of principles or rules governing the employment of a capability. There is a 
passive use of this concept in political, military, and strategic aspects. Political and ideological doctrines 
encompass practice and promulgation of political philosophy. 

When the word doctrine is implemented in military matters, it stands for the environment within 
which armed forces operate. This word also extends to prescribe the methods and circumstances within 


which the army should be employed.

The Indian army was not given the task to design nuclear doctrine til 
reasons behind it. In the first place, the Indian nuclear programme was not sll I a’ a 
required a nuclear doctrine.

The formulation of the Indian nuclear doctrine was initiated in April 1998. A task force was sent 
and the report of that task force was followed by Cabinet Committee on Security, National Security 
Advisor, and a National Security Advisory Board (NSAB). 
The preparation of Indian nuclear doctrine was now the task of NSAB. NSAB hurried its work on | 
the draft after the Kargil Crisis of 1999. On August 17, 1999, NSAB presented its report titled ‘Draft 
Report of National Security Advisory Board.’ This nuclear doctrine draft was published but it had yet to 
obtain the approval of the government and was made public to gather the public opinion. Draft Nuclear 
Doctrine (DND) is a document that highlights the nuclear thinking of India. It is worth explaining that 
such drafts are time-bound declarations and there are chances of any changes in them with time. 
India has made clear in the DND the rationale of keeping and developing nuclear weapons. The way 
this rationale is presented is quite self-defeating. Besides explaining the ‘gravest threat’ to the sovereignty 
of India and danger to humanity, India reserves the right of keeping nuclear weapons. 
There was no need for this wolf to cry. The other important Indian stance is the rationale behind 
developing nuclear technology is the economic boost of the country. Again this claim is not true and the 
proof is the Indian approach to acquire nuclear weapons and its failure to meet with the complete nuclear 
disarmament. The DND also deals with the concept of ‘Credible Minimum Deterrence’. 
“India’s peacetime posture aims at convincing any potential aggressor that:

It gives a wide range of options including pre-emptive strikes 
and other conventional means. There is a declaration of Indian intention of ‘no first use of a nuclear 
weapon.’ Historically, India itself did not accept such a declaration from China. . . 
Such declarations have no credibility unless or until they are translated into a bilateral ee eae 
India published an official nuclear doctrine on January 4, 2003, which was then made public, with the 
ollowing points:

The Posture of Credible Minimum Deterrence 


The posture of Credible Minimum Deterrence has remained a principal option of Pakistan’s nuclear 
policy. Many Pakistani decision-makers have referred to this policy on many occasions. 


This principle underlines an understood notion that Pakistan’s nuclear policy is mainly India- 
centric. Nuclear capability is required only to the extent that could ensure nuclear deterrence against 
Indian unscrupulous posture as the country had experienced in 1971. 


Pakistan has maintained only that much nuclear force that would be enough to inflict unacceptable 
damage to India in case if the latter intended to jeopardize the security of the former. During the crisis 
after overt nuclearization, Pakistan had signalled India of nuclear deterrence and certainly, this fact had 
contained India in the Kargil crisis and military confrontation of 2002. 

Pakistan had refrained from the term of nuclear weapons in these confrontations instead the term of 
‘unconventional weapons’ or ‘unconventional war’. In November 1999, Pakistan’s Foreign Minister 
Abdul Sattar stated while addressing a conference, ‘more is unnecessary while little is enough’. At the 
same time, he made it clear that it is required to upgrade and update nuclear technology to maintain 
meaningful deterrence. 


Command and Control of Nuclear Weapons 


The command and control system of Pakistan’s nuclear weapons is comprised of NCA (National 
Command Authority) and SPD (Strategic Plans Division) which works under the command of NCA. 

Hence, a compact and coherent system was developed for the command and control of the 
strategic assets. All components of the command and control system have well-defined roles and 
responsibilities to perform. 


National Command Authority (NCA) 


After the nuclear explosion, Pakistan had devised a well-conceived elaborated system of C3I 
(Command, Control, Communication, and Intelligence). This system remained informal till 1999. 


In February 2000, a formal system of command and control was established by the government. The 
purpose of NCA is the development and deployment of nuclear weapons. This organization is comprised 
of the highest decision-makers from political and military leadership. 


Employment Control Committee (ECC) 


This committee is given the task of gathering the latest information on threats to the national 
authority, strategic weapons programme, and deployment of weapons programmes. It retains its 
authority in both peace and wartime. In the time of peace, this committee makes appropriate approvals 


for the development and in the time of war, it has full authority to control and deploy the tri-services 
Strategic forces, 


This committee contains both civil and military leadership. This committee has eleven members. In 
ase of requirement, professional experts may be invited. 
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PAKISTAN-INDIA RELATIONS: 
AN ANALYTICAL PERSPECTIVE OF PEACE EFFORTS 


The relations between Pakistan and India started on a bitter note because of the partition of the 
Indian subcontinent. The immediate cause of tension was the bloodshed of millions of Muslims, Hindus 
and Sikhs, moving across the new borders to settle either in India or Pakistan. The communal violence at 
the time of independence, set the stage for a permanent future rivalry between Pakistan and India 


As scholars noted, Pakistan and India are stagnated in a mode of confrontation since inception as 
free countries despite many commonalities. There have been wars, limited conflicts, border skirmishes, 
intrusions, war-like situations, and confrontations but wars have not stopped the two countries from 
making joint efforts to resolve their differences through different means. Yet it is a matter of debate why 


such efforts met with limited or no success. 


Overview of Past Confrontations: A Zero-sum Game 


The political history of Pakistan and India is a study into rivalry and unmitigated confrontation — a 
kind of zero-sum game. To date, the relations have not fully recovered from the first conflict over the 


Himalayan region of Kashmir. 


First War on Kashmir 

Soon after partition, Pakistan and India clashed over Kashmir. It was a Muslim-majority state ruled 
he Maharaja Hari Singh.

All the attackers were killed except one, Ajmal Amir Kasab, who was captured alive. India said that 
Kasab’s link was established with Lashkar-e-Taiba and, therefore, New Delhi suspended the ae 
Dialogue. It also took other provocative steps against Pakistan but avoided a direct conflict. The bilateral 
relations have not recovered from the Mumbai incident to date. 


Surgical Strike Saga 


The 2014 elections and the victory of Narendra Modi, a die-hard supporter of Hindutva and an 
alleged facilitator of Gujarat a Muslim riots, changed the nature of Pak-India relations. His term in office 
coincided with some of the toughest clashes on the LoC and Working Boundary. After the Uri incident of 
September 18, 2016, in which the militants stormed an Indian military facility and killed about 19 
soldiers. On September 29, India claimed that its army carried out “surgical strikes” across the LoC to 
destroy what it called “militant infrastructure.” Pakistan rejected the claim as totally unfounded. However, 
the incident triggered heavy artillery fire exchanges between the two sides. 

The cross-border clashes were already going on since early 2015. The “surgical strike” further 
intensified the occasional firing incidents. There are reports that dozens of soldiers and civilians have 
been killed on both sides of the LoC in these exchanges. 


Revocation of Article 370 


On 5 August 2019, the Government of India revoked the special status, or limited autonomy, 
granted under Article 370 of the Indian Constitution to Jammu and Kashmir—a region administered by 
India as ‘a state which consists of the larger part of Kashmir that has been the subject of dispute among 


India, Pakistan, and China since 1947. 

Among the Indian government actions accompanying the revocation was the cutting off of 
communication lines in the Kashmir Valley, a region gripped by a prolonged separatist insurgency. 
Several leading Kashmiri politicians were taken into custody, including the former chief ministers. 
Government officials described these restrictions as designed for preempting violence, and justified the 
revocation for enabling people of the state to access government programmes such as reservation, right to 


education, and right to information. 
The reaction in the Kashmir Valley was effectively reduced to silence because of cut-off 


communication. 


Pulwama Attack 
On February 14, 2019, a deadly attack happened in Pulwama district, in Indian occupied Kashmir, 
where 40 Central Reserve Police Force (CPRF) personnel were killed, which grabbed the attention of 
national and international media. Soon after the Pulwama incident, India accused Pakistan of being 
involved in the attack, which was denied by Pakistani officials. However, the attack snowballed into a 
major crisis threatening the security of the region with Indian warmongering. Indian fighter jets crossed 
the Line of Control in the last week of February and the country’s military claimed to have conducted a 
“surgical strike” in the Balakot area in Pakistan. PAF jets on the other day crossed the LoC in a tit-for-tat 
move to the Indian Territory. ‘ 
On 27 February 2019, Pakistan's Ministry of Foreign Affairs announced that Pakistan Air Force had 
conducted six airstrikes at non-military targets in Indian-administered Jammu and Kashmir. Pakistani 
officials claim that their aircraft were able to lock onto the target with great accuracy but they were 
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UN Interventions 


The first time when the UN was called to intervene was during the first Kashmir war. The conflict 
garted in 1948 and came to an end due to an UN-sponsored ceasefire on January 1, 1949. The UN 
security Council (UNSC) also passed a resolution on January 9, 1949, to decide the future of Kashmir 
through a plebiscite. Both India and Pakistan accepted the resolution, which provided a detailed 
mechanism to settle the Kashmir dispute but the issue could not be resolved due to the intransigence of 


India. 
The UN also played a key role in ending the 1965 war, also known as the Second Kashmir War. The 


conflict was halted after the UN passed a resolution on September 22, 1965, calling for a ceasefire. The 
two sides, later on, signed the Tashkent Agreement in January 1966 to restore peace. It was sponsored by 
the former Soviet Union. Despite ‘ts successes to arrange a ceasefire in 1949 and 1965, the UN could not 
adopt a resolution to stop the hostilities of 1971, which resulted in the dismemberment of Pakistan. The 
world body failed to stop the Indian aggression in former East Pakistan. Despite its failure, the UN is still 
the most effective forum to highlight the tensions between Pakistan and India and provide support for the 


implementation of its resolution on Kashmir.

leaders endorsed a draft of the agreement. However, it was never implemented.

A substantive example of bilateral efforts was a 
when the two sides agreed informally not to attack their nuclear sites. It also provides a mechanism to 
exchange the list of civil nuclear installations annually. Signed in 2008, a similar agreement called the 
Consular Access Agreement reached about the exchange of a list of prisoners twice a year on the first day 
of January and July and a mechanism to provide consular access to held prisoners. These agreements have 
stood the test of time and are being still followed. 

The 1990s remained fruitful as it was good for bilateral engagements. The two countries returned to 
intensive diplomacy. It started with the 1991 agreement about prior notification on military movements 
and exercise. The agreement also provides how to prevent violations of airspace. The two sides also 
agreed on a joint declaration in 1992 to ban the use of chemical weapons. 


Further bilateral diplomatic engagements were spurred by the deteriorating situation in Kashmir. 
Apart from other interactions, a top-level meeting was held between the Pakistani Prime Minister, Nawaz 
Sharif, and the Indian Prime Minister, IK Gujral, in the Maldives in 1997, on the eve of the South Asian 

Prime Minister Vajpayee visited Lahore 


Association for Regional Corporation (SAARC) Summit. Later, 
in February 1999 and signed the Lahore Declaration with Nawaz Sharif, whereby the two countries once 


again committed to addressing the differences through bilateral talks. 

The Track II diplomacy also became prominent in the 1990s. Several tracks were initiated under 
this diplomatic modality. A leading such track called Neemrana Process started in 1991, and it still exists. 
However, all the good work done during the decades was wiped away due to the tension brewed in the 
wake of nuclear tests by the two sides in 1998 and second due to the Kargil War of 1999. 

The next major bilateral effort was the Agra Summit held between Pervez Musharraf and Vajpayee. 
The process for the high-level meeting on July 15-16, 2001 started with an article written by Vajpayee at 
the start of 2001, in which he talked about addressing the Kashmir problem. Agra Summit was confined 
to detailed one-on-one interaction between the two leaders with one note-taker on each side. 
Unfortunately, their huddle met with failure. Though once they were close to issuing a joint declaration, 


India backed out at the last minute.

The agreement to peacefully settle the Rann of Kutch dispute is another example of successful third- 
party mediation. It is a marshy area located between Sindh province and India’s Gujarat state. This is the 
area where the armies of Pakistan and India clashed over it in April 1965. However, the good sense 
prevailed and the two agreed to resolve it through a tribunal appointed through the mediatory efforts of 
the UK. “Britain has earlier taken a stand on the question of Kashmir and had mediated in 1965 the Rann 


of Kutch dispute between India and Pakistan.” 
Another example was the Tashkent Agreement signed in January 1966. The former Soviet Union 
was the mediator and the agreement ended the 1965 war between Pakistan and India. The two adversaries 
agreed to restore peace by returning the areas captured in the war and going back to pre-war positions. 
The third-party intervention helped avoid at least three potential conflicts and reducing several 
tensions in the 1980s. There was a crisis in 1984 due to fears in Pakistan that India was planning to 
destroy its nuclear facilities. Another conflict situation

There are some good examples of successful bilateral peace initiatives but they also have failed to 
address the contentious issues. The Composite Dialogue process was the most comprehensive peace effort 
ever made so far but it was not successful, and failed to resolve any of the major issues discussed. It 
shows that the bilateral channel can help to pave the ground or help resolve minor issues but it has been 
ineffective in addressing the major problems. 

The main reason for the failure of bilateral efforts is the absence of any institutional framework to 
address tensions and conflicts. The second reason is the deep mistrust between the two countries. Failure 
of the UN and bilateral channels provides space for the exercise of other options. Since third-party 

mediation has a track record of success, it should be used to address serious problems vis-a-vis Pak-India 
om In fact, in the prevailing atmosphere, we are left with third-party mediation as the only option, 
which not only has a history of success but also the potential to resolve Pak-India disputes, peacefully.

The task of nation-building remained relegated and later on, driven by evolving circumstances 
roved to be a very difficult process. Early deaths of the central leadership, financial and administrative 
difficulties in the 1950s, political instability and crises pulling the military in power, Indian aggressions 
of 1948 and 1965, and finally the dismemberment of the country in 1971 complicated the national 
integration process manifold and generated several issues, which later on pushed the nation into 
identity crisis. 

On the internal front, sub-nationalist tendencies sponsored by foreign powers, socio-economic 
disparities, the impact of Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, and revolution in Iran were some of the regional 
factors that kept the governments distracted from a core focus on internal issues through deliberate 
consultative and negotiated settlements. 

While national identity challenges as an Islamic state, moderate state, socialist state, etc. have also 
been contributory factors, socio-economic inequalities, political instability and rising trends of terrorism 
extremism are also additional deviators affecting the national integration in Pakistan.

Peace Process 


1. UN Security Council Resolution 242, 1967 
Resolution 242 was passed on November 22, 1967, and embodies the principle that has guided most 
of the subsequent peace plans — the exchange of land for peace.

independence of every state in the area and their right to live in peace within secure and recognised 
boundaries free from threats or acts of force." 


2. Camp David Accords, 1978 


There were several peace plans following the 1967 w 
Yom Kippur or October War. There followed a new moo 
Jerusalem by the Egyptian President, Anwar Sadat, in November 1977. 

US President Jimmy Carter capitalised on the new mood and invited Presi 
Prime Minister, Menachem Begin, for talks at the presidential retreat at Camp 
The talks lasted for 12 days and resulted in two agreements. 
The first was called a Framework for Peace in the Middle East. It laid down principles for 
peace, expanding on Resolution 242, set out what it hoped was a way of resolving what it 
called the "Palestinian problem", agreed that there should be a treaty between Egypt and 
Israel, and called for other treaties between Israel and its neighbours. The weakness of the 
first agreement was the section on the Palestinians. The plan aimed to set up a "self- 
governing authority" in the West Bank and Gaza, leading to eventual "final status" talks, but 


the Palestinians were not party to the agreement. 

° The second accord was the Camp David framework for the peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel. This followed in 1979, after an Israeli withdrawal from the Sinai. This was the first 
recognition of Israel as a state by a major Arab country. The talks probably stand as the 
most successful negotiations in the whole peace process. The treaty has lasted, and it 
substantially strengthened Israel's position. However, the peace between Egypt and Israel 


has not been warm. President Sadat was later assassinated.

After taking office, US President Barack Obama was quick to try to restart the peace process. 
Contact between Israel and the Palestinians resumed in May 2009, after a hiatus of 19 months, in the form 
of indirect "proximity talks" through US Middle East envoy George Mitchell. 

In November 2009, President Obama persuaded Netanyahu to agree to a 10-month partial freeze on 
settlement construction in the West Bank, which the Israeli leader hailed as "the first meaningful step 
towards peace". But President Abbas said it did not cover East Jerusalem and that he wanted a guarantee 


of a Palestinian state based on 1967 lines.

Regional Conflicts 


The inter-state and ethnic conflicts are likely to intensify further. Uzbek-Tajik conflicts over water, 
energy, and surface transport have worsened the relations. Border violations have become a regular 
feature as Uzbekistan builds up armoured tanks along the Sughed enclave. Tensions have heightened 
following the halting of gas supplies, closer to Amuzang-Khatlon railway section and sudden increase by 
32 percent tariffs on the transit of freight by Uzbekistan for Tajikistan. Tajikistan’s plan to build the 
Roghun hydroelectric dam on the Vakhsh River is strongly opposed by Uzbekistan. The Uzbek-Kyrgyz 
relations have also deteriorated over the years, especially since the June 2010 ethic riots in Osh. The two 
have a differences over land, enclaves, border, and water. Uzbekistan is strongly opposed to Kyrgyzstan 
going ahead with the building of Kambar-Ata mega hydroelectric projects with Russian support. Uzbek 
President has warned about an imminent war if hydropower dams are built upstream of the Amu Darya 
and the Syr Darya. Energy crises are causing frictions; Uzbekistan and Kazakhstan have threatened to pull 
out from the Soviet-era built Central Asian Electricity Grid due to a serious shortage of power. The 
Kyrgyz-Tajik tensions over resources are also building up in the Batken region. These issues are unlikely 
to be resolved in the short and mid-term period. 


The Afghan Reconstruction and Central Asia 


The Afghan stabilizing process may have unintended consequences for the regional states. For 
example, an effort to boost Afghan agriculture production will cut into Central Asian water resources; 
hydropower projects are likely to cause strain on downstream water supplies, which is already fuelling 
anxieties in Uzbekistan and Kazakhstan. Several connectivity projects have been envisaged to realize the 
idea. In 2010, Afghanistan, Kyrgyzstan and Tajikistan have signed the Cross-Border Transport 
Agreement (CBTA) under the aegis of the Central Asia Regional Economic Cooperation. The CBTA 
forms a significant part of the Northern Distribution Network (NDN) logistics corridors. Both the 
Turkmenistan-Afghanistan-Pakistan gas pipeline and Central Asia South Asia (CASA-1000) 
hydroelectric power lines are encouraged by the US to make Afghanistan a linchpin of South Asia Central 
Asia integration progress. The US goal seemed only to secure its short-term security interests. Russia has 
also actively sought participation in both TAPI and CASA-1000 projects. Iran, too, is keenly pursuing 
hydropower projects in Tajikistan. Uzbekistan has its ambitious projects to control power supplies la 
Afghanistan and also Pakistan. China, on the other hand, is trying to implement its project to re ‘ ie 
historic Silk Route and connect its Xinjiang province with Central Asia and beyond The Pla d Chi - 
Kyrgyzstan-Uzbekistan railway line that will be completed in the next five years will | a om.

The poverty and ethnic conflicts in the Fergana valley will provide the extremists with 
the right conditions. In the scenario of the Taliban’s revival, the Central Asian states would neither have 
the means nor are they likely to take responsibility on their own, and if the Russians and Chinese have 
their say, they would not let the US and NATO cross a certain threshold. But the past trends have shown 
that regional states will seek cooperation with the West against the wishes of Moscow and Beijing and, in 
the process, extract maximum advantages for themselves after the complete drawdown.

China’s Influence 


China seeks an increasingly powerful and ambitious presence in Central Asia, projecting itself as a 
factor of stability. China’s plans for large-scale energy and transport links would mean gradual integration 
of Central Asia into Chinese economic space. Beijing wants to enter the region’s agriculture, mineral ore, 
gold, coal mines, and hydropower and manufacturing sectors. 

Geo-economic Environment 


Globalization has widened disparities between developed and developing countries especially after 
the end of the Cold War. Multinational Corporations have operated to the detriment of the poorer nations. 
The strategies pursued by the IMF, World Bank, and WTO promote an unjust neocoionial order. 
However, globalization is a reality. The choice before governments is, “not how best to fight 
globalization, but how to manage it through creative policies at home and abroad”. September 11 attacks 
brought about serious implications for the global, regional, and national economies. On the global level, 
economies are already slowing down and even deteriorating in certain cases. 


The 9/11 incident has reasserted, the US global supremacy or perhaps the US imperialism, which is 
quite discernible in aggressive unilateral stances in its policy postures and taking economic decisions 
bypassing the multi-lateral institutions. The presence of large oil and gas reserves in CARs has aroused a 
quagmire of competing interests between the USA, Russia, China, Japan, and many other countries of the 
region. In return for the cooperation extended by CARs, the USA has extended economic assistance to the 
CARs for socio-economic and socio-political development. 


Policy Options for Pakistan 


With Uzbekistan, Pakistan reached an agreement to strengthen cultural ties; steps for combating 
terrorism and reactivating the joint ministerial commission to widen the areas of economic cooperation. 
With Kyrgyzstan, Pakistan signed a series of agreements for strengthening communication links, 
encouraging the private sector in trade, and relaxing the visa regime.

It 1s true that after Sept. 11, 2001, 
Pakistan and various Central Asian countries, particularly Uzbekistan, coordinated their efforts to 
effectively deal with the menace of terrorism, but the damage had already been done during the 1990s 
because of the activities of the various Islamic extremist groups having links in Pakistan to destabilize the 

secular regimes in Central Asia. l ee 
Second, Pakistan's road to Central Asia is still not smooth because of the fluid situation in 
Afghanistan, particularly in terms of the fragile political order, the activities of Taliban remnants against 
coalition and Afghan state forces, and the role of warlords. When the Central Asian republics secured 
tter trade, commercial and cultural 


independence from Moscow, there was a feeling in Pakistan for beti mme 
relations with their northern neighbors. But hopes for better Pakistani-Central Asian ties were shattered 


because of civil war and violence in Afghanistan. As long as Afghanistan remained in a state of chaos, it 
was difficult for Pakistan to develop communication, trade, and commercial linkages with the Central 
Asian countries. Therefore, Pakistan is handicapped because of geography and the unstable situation in 
Afghanistan as the lack of its direct access to any Central Asian country puts Islamabad in a difficult 
situation. The narrow Wakhan Corridor, which is part of Afghanistan, denies Pakistan direct geographical . 
linkage with Tajikistan. Otherwise, had Pakistan been in control of that corridor, its geographical 
predicament in Central Asia wouldn't have existed. 
Third, regardless of the "image problem" which Pakistan has faced in Central Asia or the 
geographical factor, Pakistani-Central Asian ties would have been strengthened if the agreements, 
accords, treaties, or memorandums of understanding (MoUs) signed between Pakistan and Central Asian 
ee eae But bureaucratic hurdles in the implementation of most of the 
a g ts with the entral Asian states resulted in stalemate and stagnation in Pakistani- 
entral Asian relations.

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EDUCATION SYSTEM OF PAKISTAN 


Introduction 


The key to success for any nation lies in its concern and development of the education sector. As 
education is promoted in the nation, this reduces the illiteracy rate that ultimately reduces unemployment, 
which is one of the biggest curses for any nation. 

The education sector in Pakistan is overlooked by the government’s ministry of education and the 
provincial governments, whereas the development of curriculum and financing 1s done with the assistance 
of federal and provincial governments. In the past few decades, Pakistan’s education has been developing 


continuously, which eventually helps the development of the entire nation. )

Pakistan is a country of approximately more than 2

China on the northeast. Pakistan has one of the world’s most rapidly growing populations and 1s the = 
most populous country in the world. The constitution of Pakistan requires the state to provide free 


primary and secondary education. 


Constitution and the right to education 
ovide free and compulsory,. 


Article 25 A of the Constitution of Pakistan obligates the state to pro eat 
quality education to children aged 5 to 16 years. Article 37 B of the Constitution of Pakistan requires the 
state to remove illiteracy from the country and provide free compulsory education. 


Situation in Pakistan 


Primary Education 
The real situation of education in Pakistan is very different in context to the laws in the Constitution of 


Pakistan. The education system in Pakistan is generally divided into five levels: primary (Grades 1 through 
5), middle (Grades 6 through 8), high (Grades 9 and 10, leading to the secondary school certificate [SSC]), 
intermediate (Grades 11 and 12, leading to a higher secondary (school) certificate [HSC)), and university 
programmes (leading to undergraduate, graduate, post graduate and higher degrees). 

In Pakistan, most of the nationally-representative household surveys do not contain information on 
variables, such as completed years of schooling, age of starting school, literacy and numeracy skills, 
quality of schooling, and technical training. 

Due to the unavailability of data, one can neither compute the potential experience nor observe the 
effect of primary education on literacy rate. Therefore, the available literature in Pakistan is lacking for 
estimating the real difference between male and female, rural and urban, and rich and poor. 


Several foreign and local agencies (including the UNDP) carried out several studies to assist the 
government of Pakistan in improving the performance of the primary education system to remove 
illiteracy.

Then, the First Five-Year Plan (1955-1960), Second Five-Year Plan (1960-1965), Third Five-Year 
1965-1970), Social Action Programmes (1993-1996), and NEP (1998-2010) were launched. In 

development plan, the government of Pakistan made commitments to increase literacy and ensure 
go education at the grassroots level, but so far, not all those commitments have materialized. The

major causes of neglect and poor performance of primary education programmes are as follows: 


inappropriate Importance 

Every year, the government provides large sums to finance scholarship programmes and grants to 
higher learning institutions, while the running of primary education is left to the local districts, provinces, 
sd federal government authorities. Due to scarcity of funds, public sector primary schools are far less in 
number than the requirement and become non-functioning, and*there is widespread corruption in the 
administration of public sector schools. 

The government has earmarked Rs. 83.363 billion for Education Affairs and Services in the federal 
budget for 2020-21 against the revised allocation of Rs. 81.253 billion for the current fiscal year, showing 


a slight increase of around 2.5 percent. 


Higher Education 

Higher education has received greater attention, while primary education has been left unattended. 
There is Higher Education Commission (HEC) to plan and execute policies to enlarge preferably foreign 
qualified PhD in Pakistan, whereas for education at the grassroots level, no serious effort has been made 
to execute policies to ensure quality primary education. 

Due to a lack of management and competence to run a public primary school networks, the quality 
of education and course curricula is poor. Student’s dropout rate is very high (in the range of 30%-45%). 
The non-availability of an adequate number of teachers and their unsatisfactory qualification and training 
made it difficult for primary schools to qualify students to get admission in good secondary schools or 
jobs. 


Poor Monitoring 


There is a serious contradiction between the policies declared on paper by the government and the 
actual steps taken to achieve the objectives of the commitments made in those policies. In the education 
‘ai : the government, the importance of giving full attention to compulsory primary education to all 
3 charge is strongly emphasized and targets of achieving literacy and 100% enrollment of students at 
primary school level are prescribed, but no appreciable results are achieved.

Role of External Powers 
Many analysts believe that the United States of America, India, and Afghanistan are among the 


external forces, which are actively busy to break Pakistan into four different parts. Why are these 
countries i.e. USA, Israel, India, and Afghanistan working on the agenda of disintegrating Pakistan? The 
answer according to many Pakistani analysts is that: USA and Israel fear nuclear Pakistan. They are afraid 
that in case some extremist group comes into power in Pakistan, or if a Jihadi group gets hold of nuclear 
weapons of Pakistan, they will immediately fire them upon the USA, its allies, and particularly on Israel 
and India because all these countries are anti-Islam and anti-Pakistan. 

Islamist parties and extremist Muslims often express a desire that “Israel is a cancer of the world so 
it should be eliminated immediately, and the rest of the world should be conquered, and Islam should be 
promulgated in the whole world.” Unjust support to Israel and India by the USA and the rest of the West 
and delay in solving Kashmir and Palestine issues have strengthened this view in the Islamic world. 


Role of India and Taliban 

Pakistani analysts believe that India is supporting the Taliban and other anti-Pakistan terrorists and 
providing money, ammunition, and training through its consulates situated on the Pak-Afghan border on 
Afghan territory. India is also supporting the separatist movements of Balochistan and Sindh. 

Although a few years ago the-then Indian Finance Minister, Pranab Mukhurjee, said in Indian 
Parliament that Pakistan was created to live forever, and India cannot eliminate it. But, India better proves 
with its actions that it has sincerely accepted Pakistan as a neighbour with an open and renewed heart. 
And the best action to prove its sincerity will be suspending its financial and military support to terrorist 
groups in Pakistan’s Tribal Areas and Balochistan. India also needs to begin a process of evacuating from 


Kashmir and solving the Kashmir issue according to the wishes of the Kashmiri people. 


The role of Extremist Groups 

The groups like Jamatul Dawa (formerly Lashkar-e-Tayyabah), Al Qaeda, Hamas, Hezbollah, and 
numerous other Jihadi groups have much wider constituencies and followership among Muslims. 
Religious extremism, intolerance, and terrorism have increased in the Islamic world, and in those states, 
which have Muslim population. 

People other than Muslims will also be angered over the destabilization of Pakistan and will join 
campaigns against enemies of Pakistan. Muslims all over the world will have more anti-US, anti-West, 
anti-Israel, anti-India, and anti-Russia feelings, and those feelings will be expressed through many more 
terrorist attacks all over the world, and particularly in the USA, other Western countries, Israel, India, 
Afghanistan, and Russia. 

So, it is in the own interest of these “anti-Pakistan” states to help Pakistan become stable, both 
economically as well as politically.

Characteristics of Ideology of Pakistan 

Although living in India together for centuries, Hindus and Muslims primarily belong to two 
different religious doctrines, societal customs and literatures.

No Principles for Succession

Lagging behind in Education 


Another perilous drawback of Mughal rule was that the Mughal rulers failed miserably to devo 
even a fraction of their treasuries on anything resembling modern education. Aurangzeb was especially 
sceptical about the relevance of modern science and technology. 


Whereas the European nations had begun to invest in printed books and public universities, the 
Mughal rulers demonstrated at best a passing interest in the sciences. As a result, even though the Mughal 
Empire under Aurangzeb had successfully fended off the expansion of European trading Settlements in 
India, no durable foundation for the unity and scientific advancement of India had been laid by the 
Mughals. Mughal rule had left India largely incapable of dealing with the challenge of European military 
and cultural ascendance.

Tyranny against Muslims 
The Muslims were the vanguards of the 1857 war and often had to face in combat fellow Indians in 
he British army ranks. For Muslims, 1857 uprising was but a continuation of the campaign by Syed 
Ahmad Shaheed to save the Muslims from subjugation. The chicanery of Hindus made the British believe 
tat the revolt was instigated primarily by the Muslims when the sepoys hailed the Mughal emperor, 
Bahadur Shah Zafar as the emperor of Hindustan. 


Consequently, the British were tyrannous toward the Muslims. It was only the Governor-General 


ship of Lord Mayo and with the publication of Sir William Hunter’s Book the Indian Musalmans in 1871, 
that the British Government undertook some measures to ameliorate the conditions of the Muslims. Sir 
Syed also witnessed the events first hand. His writings, especially Risala Asbaab-e Baghawat-e-Hind, 
oe and Loyal Mohammedans of India have invaluable information though his portrayal of 
e freedom fighters was that of unruly bandits revolting against magnanimous rulers.

Concept of Jihad 


Syed Ahmad’s proposed jihad had as its model. His underlying purpose and many elements of his 
strategy were influenced by classical notions of Jihad. Syed Ahmed understood that it was not possible to 
fight the. British. He, therefore, decided to emigrate to what is today Khyber Pkhtunkhwa province in 
Pakistan and wage a jihad from there. His choice was based on the assumptions that it was predominantly 
a Muslim area bordering another Muslim state, Afghanistan that its people had a reputation of being good 
warriors and those they were unhappy with the Sikh rule and ready to take up arms against them. As jihad 
required, he launched warfare from a Muslim area and took as his opponent the Sikhs of the Punjab.

Syed Ahmad decided to address these problems on priority basis. He proceeded on an extensive tour 
of the Yusafzai territories, and his chief lieutenant, Shah Ismail concentrated on Hazara District which 
had particularly suffered under Sikh rule. Both received promises of support from large numbers of 
people. 
In Hazara District, several skirmishes between the Mujahideen and the Sikhs took place in 
September and October 1827. The Mujahideen under the intrepid and brilliant leadership of Shah Ismail 
fought so bravely that the Sikhs were demoralised. The organisation set up by Syed Ahmad was showing

On 9th January 1864 Scientific Society was founded at the residence of Sir Syed Ahmad Khan in 
Ghazipur. The key element of his dream movement, i.e. social collaboration, was intact and a large 
number of his Indian and British friends were present on the occasion. The welcome address was 
delivered by Sir Syed Ahmad Khan and he requested Mr. G.F.1. Graham, Assistant Superintendent of 
Police, Ghazipur to make introductory remarks. In his introductory remarks, Mr. Graham emphasised 
the need of the society and passionately appealed everyone to support the newly-formed Scientific 
Society. 'He proposed the name of Mr. B. Spate, District Collector of Ghazipur to preside over the 


meeting. In the meeting, Sir Syed presented the by-laws of the society which were unanimously 
approved by the attendees. 


Sir Syed announced the name of 109 people who had accepted the membership of the newly-formed 


society, It’s worth mentioning here that the concept of Society was accepted by everyone irrespective of 
religion and colour and creed.

Concept of Nation 


Jinnah used the term ‘Nation’ for the Muslims of India in Feb 1935 (Legislative Assembly). He 
contended that the amalgamation of religion, culture, race, arts, music and so forth make a minority a 
separate entity. In 1937 and 1939, he asserted that the Muslims and Hindus are two nations and they are 
going to live as a nation and playing part as a nation. 


Jinnah considered Islam a dynamic force that can connect the Muslims. It’s a source of inspiration 


and guidance providing ethical foundation, a framework, social order and civilisation. Quaid’s following 
statements clearly depict the ideology of Pakistan. 


Address at Second Round Table Conference in 1931
